Cityscapes: Life of Bass Foundry 


Editor’s note: This article is 
the fourth in a series on impor- 
tant industries in early Fort 
Wayne. 

The iron horse used to move 
the nation. And Fort Wayne’s 
Bass Foundry moved the iron 
horse. 

At the turn of the century, the 
Bass Foundry and Machine Co. 

„was to Fort Wayne what Inter- 
national Harvester is today. 
Bass was the world’s leading 
manufacturer of railroad wheels 
and also produced boilers and 
other essential rail-related 
items. 

The foundry was the city’s 
biggest and most important in- 
dustry. At one time it employed 
1,100 men and boasted a then- 
sizable monthly payroll of 
$35,000. The plant itself was “so 
vast... nothing can sufficiently 
portray its size,” according to a 
story in the Fort Wayne Gazette 
on Jan. 1, 1888. 

Today, though, just a few old- 


looking buildings along Hanna 


Street are all that’s left of what 
was once the city’s industrial 
centerpiece. 

The railroad came to northern 
Indiana in 1852, and within 





years the existing canal system 
was a ghost. It was obvious to 
most that the railroad would 
soon be king, and scores of sup- 
porting industries began to 
emerge. | 

One of the first here was the 
Fort Wayne Machine Works, 
which in 1857 began casting steel 
items for the railroad. Enter 
John H. Bass, born in Kentucky 
in 1835, who in 1862 purchased 
the works from his older brother 
Sion. Sion Bass was killed during 
the Civil War at the battle of 
Shiloh. 

John Bass kept the foundry 
going, soon building it into na- 
tional importance. Within a de- 
cade, he had opened similar 
foundries in St. Louis, Chicago, 
Atlanta and Tennessee. 

Bass quickly became a 
wealthy man, as the increasing 
demand for train travel caused 
an increasing demand for train 
components. He built a magnifi- 
cent home, Brookside, which was 
known for its lake, gardens and 
wildlife preserve. 

Today, the old Bass home 


‘serves as St. Francis College’s 


administration building. 
Bass died in 1922, and the 
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foundry’s fate after that was not 
happy. Bass products no longer 
dominated the marketplace and 
in 1939 the foundry, ravaged by 
the Depression, filed for reorga- 
nization under federal bank- 
ruptcy law, claiming debts of 
$250,000. 

Soon after, the foundry’s re- 
maining 270 employes went on 
strike demanding a 10-cents-an- 
hour pay increase. 

In 1941, the company was pur- 
chased by a Hoosier living in 
California named Thomas Sim- 
mons. World War II, for a time, 
brought new life to the old place, 
which had to hire hundreds of 
new employes to produce war 
goods. 


But the Bass foundry closed 
up shop after World War II 
ended, and today the remaining 
buildings are occupied by Shrex 
office supply and National Heat 
Treating Corp. Some are vacant, 
their windows boarded shut to 
discourage vandals. @

KEY WEST, Fla. — Known for its scrappy 
independence, this resort island town possesses 
an aura of tolerance and freedom in which the 
most eccentric misfits of society can feel at home. 

Life for the 29,000 residents of Key West is 
much like a carnival — what one resident writer 
called “a return to one’s youth.” Here among the 
sparkling beaches, old frame houses and lush 
vegetation, a unique breed of adventurers has 
gathered to pursue dreams that eluded them 
elsewhere. 

Perhaps no other town its size has the varying 
degree of personality types. Respectable busi- 
nessmen, die-hard hippies, writers, artists, Carri- 
bean transplants, homosexuals and long-time 
resident “Conchs” call the island home. They 
live out their days at a relaxed, unfettered pace. 

“The pace is generally much slower here, 
said Chamber of Commerce President John 
Howard. “You can usually put off until tomorrow

. what you’re supposed to do today and manage to 


survive and get away with it. 
“Nobody in Key West ever dresses up,” he 


said. “It’s almost true that they go to wakes and 


weddings in shorts and sandals and sports shirts. 
You seldom see anybody wearing a tie. If you do, 
he’s probably a banker, a lawyer or the pubisher 
of the paper or an FBI agent.” 

With so many vastly different social groups 
inhabiting the tiny 2-by-4-mile island, there has 


arisen a tolerance of differing beliefs and life- 
‚styles unheard of in most communities of Key: 


West’s size. 

“The island doesn’t judge,” said Vic Latham, 
a 14-year Key West resident and owner of a local 
bar. “It'll talk about you, but it’s not going to lay

to be a genius, but are too sharp to be acceptable 
to society. And I think this area draws that kind 
of people,” Latham said. 

Last November, Key West grabbed national 
headlines when Richard Heyman, an art gallery 
owner and homosexual, was elected mayor by a 
54 percent majority. 

Though critics charged his election would ad- 
versely affect the city’s image, Latham said most 
islanders place little importance on Heyman’s 
sexual preference and consider him to be an in- 
telligent, dedicated leader. 

Heyman said his main objective as mayor is to 
ensure the island’s unique, historical tradition is 
not trampled by unbridled development of resort 
hotels and condominiums. 

“The city has to have control. Heretofore, we 
haven’t had much control,” he said. “The devel- 
opers have been dictating, building very high 
buildings . . . and we hope to take that away.” 

In addition to their live-and-let-live attitude, 
Key Westers possess a fierce autonomy resulting 
from along history of economic booms and busts 
and a 130-mile isolation from the mainland. 

In 1982, some 3,000 residents symbolically se- 
ceded from the United States and formed the 
“Conch Republic” to protest an unannounced 
roadblock of the only road leading to the island 


by Border Patrol agents searching for drugs and 


illegal aliens. 

The roots of this independent spirit are tied 
to the island’s economic ups and downs, which 
have been dictated by transient industries dating 
back to the early 1800s when Key West’s earliest 
businessmen were maritime salvagers, who 
waited like anxious vultures for cargo-laden 
ships to pass through the Florida Straits and 
wreck on the island’s coral reefs. 

It was shortly before World War II that Key 
West’s most famous resident arrived, living here 
off and. on for 30 years while perfecting his craft.

17th century settlers of Virginia and she 
was closely related to the family of Robert 
E. Lee, the great Confederate general. 
Laura was 13 years John’s junior and a res- 
ident of Falmouth, Ky., (near Cincinnati) 
when they met. The stories were told in the 
family about how pretty Laura entertained 
at the piano whichever troops, blue or gray, 
happened to be in control of her bor- 
derland town and the hotel her mother op- 
erated. 

One story ran that she gave a young 
Confederate a small flag as a token, which 
he wore for her at his breast. Later, he was 
found dead on a battlefield, a bullet hole 
through the little flag. Her brother, Nick 
Lightfoot, another story goes, let his south- 
ern sympathies get the better of him and 
he hoisted the Confederate flag on the ho- 
tel roof when Union troops occupied Fal- 
mouth. He was thrown into prison where 
he languished for some time, drawing re- 
markably lively pictures of his captors on 
the jailhouse walls, until he died of “con- 
sumption” from the dampness. 

The family fortunes of Laura and John 
Bass, however, rose to the top of Fort 
Wayne society in the four decades after the 
Civil War. John founded the St. Louis Car 
Wheel Co. in 1869, and in the succeeding 

„two decades, like other great capitalists of 


his time, sought to extend his control over 











his competition by seizing the very natural 
resources that supplied his raw materials 
for production. So, by 1875, he also owned 
high grade iron ore mines in Alabama and 
Tennessee, and he established a major 
ironworks in Chicago in 1873, taking ad- 
vantage of the ideal building opportunies 
following the great Chicago Fire of 1871. 


Beyond foundries, machine shops, and 
mines, John Bass also was one of the orga- 
nizers of the Fort Wayne Organ Co. (later 


‘the Packard Piano Co.) and the Citizens

Street Railway Co., the first trolley com- 
pany in Fort Wayne. For 30 years, from 
1887 to 1917, Bass was president of the 
First Federal. Bank of Fort Wayne (later 
the First and Hamilton), a precursor of to- 
day’s Fort Wayne National Bank. 


Throughout, however, the great Bass 
Foundry was the center of his fortune. At 
its height, the company employed. 2,500 
workers, producing not only railroad axles 
and wheels, but also everything from huge 
steam engines, whole power plants, and 





boilers to vaults and jailhouse doors. 

When John Bass died in 1922, he was 
hailed, appropriately, as Fort Wayne’s An- 
drew Carnegie. Like Carnegie, he was espe- 
cially fond of donating organs to churches, 
for he loved the rich, opulent tones the in- 
strument produced. It was fitting, then, 
that within days of his funeral, Laura Bass 
ordered that two of the finest Estey elec- 
tric organs, with 3,000 pipes, be made and 
given to the First Presbyterian Church of 
Brattleboro, Vt., and to. Fort Wayne’s 
Scottish Rite Cathedral. x
